In response to the requirement for the election of species, the Applicant hereby 
elects benzenethanaminiumn N-dodecyl-N,N-dimethylchloride as the first compound. 
The Applicant hereby elects polydimethylhydroxysiloxane as the second compound. 
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The Applicant hereby elects 2-phenyl phenol as the first anti-microbial agent and 
isopropanol as the polar solvent compound. Applicants' election of species is made 
herein without prejudice to prosecute any other species of the present application as 
deemed necessary. 

In light of the species elected herein by the Applicant, the claims readable 
thereon are claims 1 , 46-62, 70, 71 , and 78-103. 

In summary, in view of the foregoing election of species, we respectfully submit 
that all of the pending claims are patentably distinct over the references cited by the 
Examiner and meet all other statutory requirements. We believe that the present 
Application is now in complete condition for allowance and, therefore, respectfully 
request the Examiner to allow this Application.
